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Dr. Wm. T. Bawden 


Gives Lectures to Students 


Dr. Bawden gave his 
first. talk to the students of 
the summer session on the 
subject, ‘““The Place of Man- 
ual. Activities in Education. 
He cailed attention to the 
fact that some critics of our 
present methods of Indus- 
trial Education claim that 
the only way to get a vital 


course of study is to throw. 


out all of our present man- 


ual training work and start » 


over. This, however, is a 
mistake, first, beeause much 
of the work as given is bet- 
ter than that which they 
would offer in its place. 
Second, we should have 
much of each but they are 
to meet different needs. 
At a recant convention of 
school superintendents in 
Cincinnati, discussing Vo- 
cational Education in small 
cities, it was the unanimous 
opinion that an- efficient and 
practical scheme of manual 
training is the best founda- 
tion for Industrial Eduea- 
tion. 


_ Dy. Bawden gave five rea- 
sons why manual activities 
are important in any scheme 
of education. First, it intro- 


: duces the individual to the 


ai 
if 
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industries. This, however, : 
is not the exclusive or sole 
means of teaching students 
about the industries. For 
example, commercial geog- 
raphy, industrial history and. 
other subjects should do 
their part. ; 

Second, construction is im- 
portant as a means of ex- 
pression. 

Third, manual activities 
are a part of, the complete 
development of the individ- 
val by learning to do: well . 
the thing that he wills to do. 

Fourth, they are a part of 
the general education es- 
sential. to everybody. 


Fifth, they provide prac- 
tical experiences for the 
individual. 

Dr. Bawden’s second talk 
was on, “Vocational Guid- 
ance in its Relation. to the 
Public Schools.’’ He empha- 
sized the point that those 
interested. in Industrial Ed- 
ucation are the logical ones. 
to take the initative and or- 
ganize the work of Vocation- 
al Guidance in a community. 
He mentioned the following 
phases tobe considered in 
Vocational Guidance: (1) 
Placing the individual, (2) 
Following up these individ- 
uals .after they have taken 
up the work, (3)Number of 
organizations which provide

Creek Scene 


Menomonie and the sur- 
rounding country are rich 
with photographic subjects. 
Besides the Institute build- 
ings and viewsof Lake Me- 
nomiii, there are a number 
of spots within a couple of 
miles radius, the beauty of 
which are far famed. 

Paradise Valley, two miles 
south of the city, is a beauti- 
ful rocky canyon thru which 
tumbles asparkling stream. 
A twenty-foot fall in this 
stream affords a rare sub- 
ject for pictures. 

The Devil’s Punch Bowlis 
a deep round cavity in the 
rock, from the sides of 
which gush forth numerous 
sparkling springs. The 
springs form, in the bow], 
a clear crystal pool that 
feeds a tiny river, This 
spot is three-fourths of a 
mile south of Paradise Val- 
ley. 

To reach Paradise Valley 
follow the wagon road or 
Milwaukee tracks south two 
miles to the concrete wagon 
bridge. There lteave the road 
and follow the creek to your 
right up to the canyon. 

To get to the Devil’s Punch 


Bowl, return to the concrete 
bridge and follow the wagon 
road three-quarters of a mile 
to a bridge overa deep cut. 
Cross the bridge and follow 
the ravine east (to your left) 
until you reach the Punch 
Bowl. 

Wilson. Creek’s Echo 
Rock, Suicide Rock and Foot 
Bridge are all interesting 
subjects. These can best be 
reached by boot or canoe.

sion to oczupy a certain tract 
of land, build a saw-mill and 
cut the pine timber. . This 
saw-mill was the first oper- 
ated in the Chippewa Val- 
ley, and was erected on Wil- 
son Creek just above it’s 
point of confluence with the 
Red Cedar River. 

In 1841 the first dam was 
constructed across the river 
just below Wilson Creek, 
being-since rebuilt as itnow 
stands.. This dam spread 
the waters of the Red Ced- 
ar which flooded the sur- 
rounding rice swamps—and 
Lake Menomin was formed. 

In: those days the new 
lake was used as a millpond 
for storing logs which came 
down the river from fifty 
miles or more up-stream. 
Many of these logs, becom- 
ing water soaked at one end, 
sank, making the ‘‘dead- 
heads’? we find scattered 
through the lake. 

Such we find to be the re- 
cent history of this bit of 
country which in the past 
ninety years has passed 
from the Indian-infested 
primeval forest, to the jang- 


ling, sweating, Swearing 
lumber camp and in turn to 
the peaceful school town, the 
abode of knowledge-thirsty 
pedagogues. 

Lake Menomin, the Creek, 
and the River now afford 
delightful recreation places 
for local people and visitors. 
Beside boating on the waters 
and picnicking on their sod- 
ded shores, there is fishing 
in abundance for those who 
are fond of angling. Picker- 
el, black bass, pike, perch, 
blue-gills, sunfish, and bull- 
heads are quite numerous, 
the pickerel occasionally 
running to fifteen or twen- 
ty pounds in weight while 
two to five-pound pickerel 
and bass are not at all un- 
usual. 

In truth Menomonie, with 
her quite recent history of 
red men, beautiful surround- 
ings and recreational op- 
portunities, possesses a 
charm irresistable, which 
together with Menomonie’s 
ecucational advantages, to 
say nothing of her hospitable 
townspeople, make an ideal 
place for him who seeks an 
unusual blending of good 
things.

MINNESOTA’S LAW 


Since establishing a four- 
year domestic science course 
in her University, Minneso- 
ta has adopted a new law re- 
quiring that all teachers of 
that subject, who have not 
already taught two years 
within the state, must have 
college degrees, to be em-- 
ployed in any Minnesota 
high school. 

The result of this law is 
that high school graduates 
must have at least two years 
of college work as well as 
their Stout work to obtain 
positions in the high schools © 
of that state, unless they 
have already been employed 
there as domestic science © 
teachers for two years. 

This law may be good in 
some respects but it would 
have been easier for Minn- 
esota’s high schools to ad- 
just themselves to this con- 
dition if more time had been 
given before the law went 
into effect. 

The domestic science course 
of the ‘‘U’”’ of Minn. devotes 
decidedly over half of the 
work to academic subjects 
with special emphasis placed 
upon the science.

Stout’s New Household Arts Building Now Under Construction 


THE NEW HOUSEHOLD ARTS BUILDING 


The new Domestic Science 
Building now under erection 
opposite the Main Building 
is to be a fine example of 
modern domestic science 
quarters. The entire cost 
including the heating sys- 
tem is to be $200,000. 
A proper equipment for the 
school will eost approxim- 
ately $60,000. It will con- 
tain $9,000 of cut stone, 2% 
million bricks, 500 windows, 
and 112 rooms including 
Auditorium and Cafeteria. 

The Auditorium, inthe N. 
KE. corner, will seat 1,000 
persons and will contain a 
regulation stage. Directly 
beneath it will be the Cafe- 
teria Lunch Room where, 
undoubtedly, the hunger of 
many a young man will be 
satisfied by the charming 
young ladies of the Domes- 
tic Science Depatrment. 

The new library quarters 


will be on the first floor in 
the N. W. corner. . 

The building will be four 
stories high beside the base- 


-ment and will be 229 feet, 


six inches long by 125 feet, . 
six inches deep and will oc- 
cupy one-half of a city 
block. 


The Stout Institute ap- 
prapriation as approved by 
the assembly has passed the 
senate. This provides 
$50,000 for equipping the 
new building and $30,000 a 
year for two years for main- 
tenance. ;

SAFETY FIRST? 


LIGHTLESS MOTOR BOAT 
RUNS DOWN CANOE 


Last Friday evening, 
while canoeing on Lake 
Menomin, a well known

the victims of a collision 
witha lightless motor-boat. 

The accident was a pecu- 

liar one. Both the motor 
boat and canoe had been ly- 
ing motionless about ten 
feet apart each unknown 
to the other... When the 
motor boat engine was 
started the boat bore down 
upon the canoe, which hap- 
pened to lie in her course, 
coming’ so suddenly that its 
startled. occupants were 
thrown from their frail craft 
before they. fully realized 
what had occurred.

The young man clung to the 
overturned canoe and saved 
himself from drowning un- 
til the launch was turned 
about and he was dragged 
from the water. into it. 

The accident occurred just 
below the Point in the deep 
_ channel water. Neither the 
_ young man nor his compan- 
lon were able to swim more 
than a few strokes, in view 
of which fact their escape 
from drowning seems little 
short of miraculous. 

Whether the driver of the 
Power boat will be prosecut- 
ed or not for operating his 


boat without a light depends 


upon whether the canoe oc- 
cupants wish to make com- 
plaint against him.

In this school are 
taught carpentry, brick lay- 
ing, cement work, plumb- 
ing, mill work, wood finish- 
ing, cabinet making, sign- 
painting, all departments 
of drawing, and other sub- 
jects. 

Beside the’ normal stud- 
ents and Central School reg- 
ular pupils, the school also 
handles classes of trades 
students in brick laying and 
plumbing who are making 
these handicrafts their 
major studies.

When the mater- 
ialis set it goes to the fore- 
man of stonework, who has 
charge of making up the 
pages and locking them in 
the chases. The forms are 
then sent to the foreman of 
presswork, who directs the 
printing. He in turn passes 
his product on to the fore- 
man of binding, who super- 
intends the folding and the 
stapling, and delivers the 
finished copies to the busi- 
ness manager. 

An outsider may possibly 
conclude that the work is 
completed, but such is not 
the case. The forms must 
be torn down and the type 
distributed, and everything 
must be put in readiness for 
the rush to get next week’s 
issue out on time.

ESCAPES BURNING 
FIRE DISCOVERED IN EARLY 
MORNING; DAMAGE SLIGHT 


Fire, early Tuesday morn- 
ing, caused damage to the 
extent of several hundred 
dollars to the Manual Train- 
ing Binldinge cf the Stout 
Institute. 

The alarm was turned in 
at 8:09 A.M. The fire had 
prebably been burning an 
hour befcre its discovery, 
and was going briskly in the 
boiler reom and blacksmith 
shop when the fire depart- 
ment arrived. 

The conflagration seems 
to have started in the roof 
of the boiler room from the 
heat of the chimney. From 
there it quickly spread to 
the blacksmith shop, burn- 
ing out three windows and 
damaging records and furn- 
iture in Mr. Jarvis’ office. 
The combustible section of 
the boiler room roof and 
the asbestos covering 
around the steam pipes 
were entirely burned. 

The fire department res- 
ponded promptly to the 
alarm and had the fire un- 
der control soon after arriv- 
ing there. It was about 
two hours, however, before 
it was extinguished.

Creek Scene 


Menomonie and the sur- 
rounding country are rich 
with photographic subjects. 
Besides the Institute build- 
ings and viewsof Lake Me- 
nomin, there are a number 
of spots within a couple of 
miles radius, the beauty of 
which are far famed. 

Paradise Valley, two miles 
south of the city, is a beauti- 
ful rocky canyon thru which 
tumbles asparkling stream. 
A twenty-foot fall in this 
stream affords a rare sub- 
ject for pictures. 

The Devil’s Punch Bowlis 
a deep round cavity in the 
rock, from the sides of 
which gush forth numerous 
sparkling springs. The 
springs form, in the bowl, 
a clear crystal pwool that 
feeds a tiny river, This 
spot is three-fourths of a 
mile south of Paradise Val- 
ley. 

To reach Paradise Valley 
follow the wagon road or 
Milwaukee tracks south two 
miles to the concrete wagon 
bridge. There leave the road 
and follow the creek to your 
right wp to the canyon. 

To get to the Devil’s Punch 


Bowl, return to the concrete 
bridge and follow the wagon 
road three-quarters of a mile 
- to a bridge overa deep cut. 
Cross the bridge and follow 
the ravine east (to your left) 
until you reach the Punch 
Bowl. 

Wilson, Creek’s Echo 
Rock, Suicide Rock and Foot 
Bridge are all interesting 
subjects. These can best be 
reached by boot or canoe.

sion to oczupy a certain tract 
of land, build a saw-mill and 
cut the pine timber. . This 
saw-mill was the first oper- 
ated in the Chippewa Val- 
ley, and was erected on Wil- 
son Creek just above it’s 
point of confluence with the 
Red Cedar River. 

In 1841 the first dam was 
constructed across the river 
just below Wilson Creek, 
being since rebuilt as itnow 
stands. This dam spread 
the waters of the Red Ced- 
ar which flooded the sur- 
rounding rice swamps—and 
Lake Menomin was formed. 

In those days the new 
lake was used as a millpond 
for storing logs which came 
down the river from fifty 
“miles or more up-stream. 
Many of these logs, becom- 
ing water soaked at one end, 
sank, making the ‘‘dead- 
heads’? we find scattered 
through the lake. 

Such we find to be the re- 
cent history of this bit of 
country which in the past 
minety years has vassed 
from the Indian-infested 
primeval forest, to the jang- 


ling, sweating, swearing 
lumber camp and in turn to 
the peaceful school town, the 
abode of knowledge-thirsty 
pedagogues. 

Lake Menomin, the Creek, 
and the River now afford 
delightful recreation places 
for local people and visitors. 
Beside boating on the waters 
and picnicking on their sod- 
ded shores, there is fishing 
in abundance for those who 
are fond of angling. Picker- 
el, black bass, pike, perch, 
blue-gills, sunfish, and bull- 
heads are quite numerous, 
the pickerel occasionally 
running to fifteen or twen- 
ty pounds in weight while 
two to five-pound pickerel 
and bass are not at all un- 
usual. 

In truth Menomonie, with 
her quite recent history of 
red men, beautiful surround- 
ings and recreational op- 
portunities, possesses a 
charm irresistable, which 
together with Menomonie’s 
ecucational advantages, to 
say nothing of her hospitable 
townspeople, make an ideal 
place for him who seeks an 
unusual blending of good 
things.

‘HOUSEHOLD 
MANAGEMENT 
Everyone has heard of the 
(Some Management House’’ at 
- the former Homemakers Dormi- 
tory, and a great many have been 


wondering just what is meant by 
that term. 


The object of conducting this 


house is to give girls an opportu- 
nity. for practical work in home 
management. The girls get prac- 
ticein the general management of 
the home, in the planning of meals, 
marketing, preparation and serv- 
ing of meals, and all work con- 
nected with the home. There are 
nine girls in the house who do this 
work. At the end of one week 
four new girls enter, and at the 
end of the next week five new girls 
enter, so that the girls who came 
in the ‘first week are managers 
while the girls who entered the 
second week act, ina sense, as 
assistants. Each girl is assigned 
: certain duties, such as special bak- 
Ing, special cleaning, planning of 
_ meals, marketing, laundry, and 
_ daily care of the house. Upon 
reading this, one might think 
_ that this. is an easy problem to 
_ Undertake, but it has come to be 
a difficult one, as the girls are 
given $18 for the purchasing of 
supplies. Out of this amount the 
girls also have to pay 4 cleaning 
Woman for one-half day each 
Week. 


There are numerous details and 
Problems of organization that 


must be Bical dersiies as the 
supervision of all the work, the 
buying of supplies, keeping of ac- 
counts, looking over the schedules 
and plans for meals. Miss Turner 
deserves much credit for the work 
that she has done in organizing 
these problems, besides seeing that 
each girl is given her work,and 
the making out of a report of the 
character and ability of each girl. 

Besides attending to all these 
numerous duties, Miss Turner 
makes the house a real home for 
the girls while there.

TEACHING AS A LIFE’S WORK 


The following notes were taken from a lecture 


presented by Mr. 


Manual Training Department, September 22, 1915. 


There are four success ele- 


ments which a teacher must 
possess to succeed in his work: 
a pleasing personality, charac- 
ter above reproach, a broad 
education and training, anda 
sound physical and mental 
make-up. 

Under the first of these 
comes that love of work which 
is so essential to the ultimate 
success of any line of endeavor. 
Coupled with it must be enthu- 
siasm, for the enthuiasm of the 
class is proportionate to that 
of the teacher, in order to get 
in full sympathy with the stu- 
dent, the instructor must feel 
with him, must get his point 
of view. This leads to an in- 
terest in the student himself, 
rather than in his work only. 

The teacher must be honest 
and truthful in all things, and 
loyal, both to his fellow teach- 
ers and to the institution. In 
every way must he be depend- 
able. 

The foremost feature in the 
training or education of a 
teacher should be his ability 
_ to do special work, to excel in 
a certain field, and his ability 
toimpart his knowledge in this 
field effectively. 

Lying back of this specializa- 
tion should be a broad general 
knowledge, which may be kept 
up and increased by keeping 
in touch with the affairs of dai- 
ly life. A deep understanding 
of human nature, of applied 
psychology and of the method 
of dealing successfully with

his fellow men, is a necessity 

The teacher must be in gooq 
health, in order to withstanq 
the wear and tear of class-roor 
work, and to set an example 
before his pupils. 

In many communities, uny. 
sual conditions must be met by 
the teacher. The successfyj 
meeting of these conditions 
imposes a strain on his phys. 
ical and mental make-up; ang 
if, thru resourcefulness and 
common sense, he comes out 
ahead, he has indicated a de. 
sirable flexibility of mental 
ability. 

The rewards of the teaching 
profession are many. — First, 
the physical or financial re. 
ward. The average monthly 
salary of men teachers in the 
U.S. is $78.00; of women teach- 
ers $55.00. Thereisa regular 
salary schedule worked cut in 
progressive cities, and in some 
states there is legislation ef 
fecting teachers’ salaries. In 
ether places there is the pen- 
sion system. 

Second, the position of the 
teacher in the community. Up- 
on entering the community ag 
an instructor in the school sys- 
tem, the teacher’s social -posi- 
tion is assured. He is constant- 
ly in the limelight, and is 
looked upon as a leader. 

Third, the joy of service to 
our fellows. There is a satis- 
faction in having done good 
work along a line where the 
results are readily seen, and 
the recompense sure. 
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Happy to meet you!

‘HOUSEHOLD 
MANAGEMENT 

Everyone has heard of the 
‘Home Management House’’ at 
the former Homemakers Dormi- 
tory, and a great many have been 
wondering just what is meant by 
that term. 

The object of conducting this 
house is to give girls an opportu- 
nity for practical work in home 
management. The girls get prac- 
_ tice in the general management of 
_ the home, in the planning of meals, 
marketing, preparation and serv- 
ing of meals, and all work con- 
_ nected with the home. There are 
nine girls in the house who do this 
work. At the end of one week 
_ fournew girls enter, and at the 
__ end of the next week five new girls 
enter, so that the girls who came 
in the ‘first week are managers 
while the girls who entered the 
second week act, ina sense, as 
assistants. Each girl is assigned 
certain duties, such as special bak- 
ing, special cleaning, planning of 
meals, marketing, laundry, and 
daily care of the house. Upon 
reading this, one might think 
that this is an easy problem to 
Undertake, but it has come to be 
a difficult one, as the girls are 
given $18 for the purchasing of 
supplies. Out of this amount the 
girls also have to pay 4 cleaning 
Woman for one-half day each 
Week. 


There are numerous details and 
Problems of organization that 


must be Reena ra as the 
supervision of all the work, the 
buying of supplies, keeping of ac- 
counts, looking over the schedules 
and plans for meals. Miss Turner 
deserves much credit for the work 
that she has done in organizing 
these problems, besides seeing that 
each girl is given her work,and 
the making out of a report of the 
character and ability of each girl. 

Besides attending to all these 
numerous duties, Miss Turner 
makes the house a real home for 
the girls while there.

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TEACHING AS A LIFE’S WORK 


The following notes were taken from a lecture 
H. Rodgers before the 
Manual Training Department, September 22, 1915. 


presented by Mr. 


There are four success ele- 


ments which a teacher must 
possess to succeed in his work: 
a pleasing personality, charac- 
ter above reproach, a broad 
education and training, anda 
sound physical and mental 
make-up. 

Under the first of these 
comes that love of work which 
is so essential to the ultimate 
success of any line of endeavor. 
Coupled with it must be enthu- 
siasm, for the enthuiasm of the 
class is proportionate to that 
of the teacher, in order to get 
in full sympathy with the stu- 
dent, the instructor must feel 
with him, must get his point 
of view. This leads to an in- 
terest in the student himself, 
rather than in his work only. 

The teacher must be honest 
and truthful in all things, and 
loyal, both to his fellow teach- 
ers and to the institution. In 
every way must he be depend- 
able. 

The foremost feature in the 
training or education of a 
teacher should be his ability 
_ to do special work, to excel in 
a certain field, and his ability 
toimpart his knowledge in this 
field effectively. 

Lying back of this specializa- 
tion should be a broad general 
knowledge, which may be kept 
up and increased by keeping 
in touch with the affairs of dai- 
ly life. A deep understanding 
of human nature, of applied 
psychology and of the method 
of dealing successfully with 


his fellow men, is a necessity 

The teacher must be in goo, 
health, in order to withstan 
the wear and tear of class-room 
work, and to set an examp| 
before his pupils. 

In many communities, uny 
sual conditions must be met} 
the teacher. The successfy 
meeting of these condition 
imposes a strain on his phys 
ical and mental make-up; and 
if, thru resourcefulness and 
common sense, he comes ov 
ahead, he has indi 
sirable flexibility of mentg 
ability. 

The rewards of the teaching 
profession are many. First 
the physical or financial re 
ward. The average monthly 
salary of men teachers in th 
U. S. is $73.00; of women teach 
ers $55.00. Thereisa regula 
salary schedule worked out in 
progressive cities, and in som 
states there is legislation ef 
fecting teachers’ salaries. In. 
other places there is the pen 
sion system. 

Seeond, the position of the _ 
teacherin the community. Up- 
on entering the community as 
an instructor in the school sys- 
tem, the teacher’s social posi 
tion is assured. He is constant 
ly in the limelight, and is 
looked upon as a leader. 

Third, the joy of service to 
our fellows. There is a satis- _ 
faction in having done good 
work along a line where the. 
results are readily seen, and 
the recompense sure.

Wwe may congratulate ourselves upon 
the fact that the fair sexof the 
present generation, have learned to 
practice this same economy, under 
an improved form of scientific man- 
agement. Good cocking is of the 
greatest importance to the young 
ladies, especially those who are un- 
married, After marrying, ‘Feed the 
lord of your choosing well, if you 
would live peacefully with him.’ 

“The State of Wisconsin, spends 
an enormous sum of money annual- 
ly, upon schools, for the purpose of 
Preparing young men and women 
for the profession of teaching.

The 9th Annual Convention 
of the National Society for the 
Promotion of Industrial Edu- 
cation held in Minneapolis 
at the Hotel Radisson on Jan. 
20, 21, 22, was one of the 


best meetings of its kind ever 


held. 


Speakers of national repu- 
tation held places on all pro- 
grams, including educators, 
manufacturers, and labor men 
from all parts of the country. 
Over five hundred persons at- 
tended and all programs were 
well received. 

The main interest was cen- 
tered upon the report of the 
Minneapolis Survey and the 
work of the new Dunnwoody 
Industrial Institute of Minne- 
apolis. The report of the Sur- 
vey is very voluminous, con- 

taining about 700 pages. The 
Stout Library will have acopy 
and students may be interested 
In looking over the survey of 
Minneapolis schools, _indus- 
tries, and the recomendations 
Or the survey.

teacher requires four things: 
first, tool processes; second, 
organization; third, adminis- 
tration; fourth, a knowledge of 
the industry. 

Warren E. Hicks, Supervisor 
of Industrial Education in Wis- 
consin, gaveavery interesting 
talk on the continuation schools 
in Wisconsin. He stated that 
there are 29 cities in this state 
that have such sehools. West 
Allis leads in this work. Osh- 
kosh is at the foot of the list. 
Some of the advantages of 
these schools are as follows: (1) 
It gives the boys a change 
of enviroment, developing a 
greater interest in their work. 
(2). Bigger results are accom- 
plished in the industrial line, 
thru having more trained lab- 
orers. (8). It gives the boy a 
chance to acquire skill in given 
lines. (4). Increase in wages 
means a higher standard of liv- 
ing, benefitting the commun- 
ity. Greater skill means more 
work accomplished, and so 
gives rise to better industrial 
conditions. (4). Business and 
education are correlated, giv- 
ing material benefit. (5). To 
settle conditions, so as to keep 
the girl out of the boy’s place 
in the factory. 

Some of the disadvantages 
were also given:- (1). Insuf- 
ficient funds. The city coun- 
cil has power to raise a hal 
mill levy, to carry the work. 
This power is not altogether 
rightly understood, nor is it 
rightly handled. Due to a fail- 
ure of getting a bill thru the 
legislature, the state can pay 
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only 87 per cent of half the ex. 
pense, instead of half, as stat. 
ed in the bill. (2). The munic. 
pal powers have not awakened 
tothe scope of the work. More 
enthusiam is needed. (8) There 
isa lack of trained teacherg 
Several schools, opening up, 
created a larger demand fop 
trained teachers than could be 
supplied, and so many unskil].

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_ THE GIRLS OF YESTERDAY 
AND TODAY 


Atthe Memorial Theater Fri- 
day, Feb. 24 the historical 
pageant ‘‘Girls of Yesterday 
and Today’’ was given by the 
Y. W. C. This pageant 
was one feature of the nation 
wide Jubilee celebration which 
the Y.W.C.A has been holding 
during the month of February, 
in honor of the 50th anniver- 
sary of its founding. 

A prelude of old fashioned 
airs by the orchestra made a 
fit setting for the opening of 
the Pageant. Miss Mary Moore 
the girl of 1866 came slowly 
across the front of the stage 
bringing the spirit of the wom- 
en of 1866 to her audience in 
her short opening speech. She 
spoke of the need of self sup- 
Dorting women and girls, and 
aS she spoke, slowly across the 
the Stage came various groups 
of girls: the first representing 
working girls looking for a 
place to live; second group rep- 
Tesenting girls taking home 
Work from dressmaking and 
tailoring establishments; the 
‘bird group, office workers, 
School teachers, a governess, 
and factory and mill workers 
Were all dressed in costumes 
of that period and gave out the 
Split of the time. 

a the close of the prologue 

*- chorus introduced the 
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theme of the whole pageant— 
“God is working His purpose 
out.”’ 

Miss Mae Flint—the girl of 
1916—at the close of the pro- 
logue, took her place upon the 
stage and the curtain went up 
on the first scene. This scene 
was entitled ‘‘The Beginning,”’ 
and it represented a private 
house in a New England city 
in the year 1867. 

Here a group of women, in- 
spired by work already begun 
in England and in Boston, 
came together to organize a 
Young Women’s Christian 
Association. Mr. James Dock- 
ar, as husband of the lady of 
the house expressed the gen- 
eral disapproval of the scheme 
in accordance with that age of 
thinking in a most character- 
istic manner. 

Scene II—‘‘The Procession 
of the Years’’—covering the 
space of time from 1866-1916 
was given by groups of girls 
who represented the increas- 
ing Association membership 
inthe decade 1866-1876, 1876- 
1886, 1886-1896, 1896-1906, 
1906-1916. These groups, each 
dressed in costumes char- 
acteristic of the time they rep- 
resented, came slowly down 
the aisle of the theater and 
across the stage, accompanied 
by music suitable to the period. 

The procession of years 
brought us up to the time of

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HOUSEHOLD MANAGEMENT 
LABORATORY 


By Ethel Feldkirchner 


A brief article appeared in 
our columns some months ago 
which told you something about 
_ anéw form of laboratory which 

had been introduced into the 
Home Economics Department; 
a form of laboratory work 
which had been introduced into 
some eastern and afew west- 
ern schools. This laboratory 
work is carried on at what is 
generally spoken of as ‘‘The 
Homemakers,’’ but is, properly 
speaking, The Household Man- 
agement Practice Cottage. 

This cottage is a thirteen 
room house which is occupied 
by the girls in groups of nine, 
for a period of two weeks; four 
or five girls entering each Sat- 
urday night. 

The purposes of the course 
are threefold: first, to afford 
an opportunity for practice in 
household management; sec- 
ond, to apply the principles 
learned; and third, to create a 
true homelike atmosphere for 
_ the girls while there. 

Perhaps the most noticeable 
element of the work is the 
Most excellent organization, 
and arrangement of all the de- 
tails of the household. Cor- 
relation of the house and school 
Work j 1s secured thruschedules 
which are made out by the dif- 
ferent managers, who careful- 


ly note each girl’s program and 
assign her duties so that she 
has time to perform them. 
On the whole the work 
is divided into five depart- 
ments, presided over by as 
many inanagers: namely; the 
manager of meals, manager 
of daily care of the house and 
entertaining, manager of laun- 
dry, manager of special clean- 
ing and the manager of spec- 
ial baking. 
. The cottage is owned by the 


‘schooland weekly expenses are 


met by the board paid by the 
girls. All accounts are kept by 
the girls—a thing which in it- 
self is of very great value. 

We might list a great many 
values to be gained but space 
permits only these few which 
we consider most important. 
Economy is learned through 
the careful management and 
preparation of meals and the 
keeping of accounts;organiza- 
tion is gained through the ne- 
cessity of planning and doing 
many duties; the value of time 
is also learned through the real- 
ization of the necessity of do- 
ing work shorousnly and 
quickly. 

Much has been said patl for 
and against the course, but the 
general opinion of the girls 
who are willing to work, is ex- 


Eight 

tremely favorable. They real- 
ize the very great practical 
value to be gained and are very 
happy in the cheerful, home- 
like atmosphere of ‘“‘our 
house. ’’ 

Of course it means work to 
direct and keeping house for a 
family of ten, in addition to 
carrying a full senior program. 
But everything worth while 
means work and this is only 
another of the activities from 
which one receives benefit in 
proportion to the effort put 
forth. 


The work has been carried on 
for six months and so far as 
we can see the health and hap- 
piness of the girls has been in 
no way impaired, and they 
certainly have gained in wis- 
dom.

Preparedness need not mean 
the start of aggressive war- 
are; but it would save us 
ftom’ the position we are now 
i, where an untutored bandit 
With a few ragged murderers 
defies a whole nation, and that 


nation cannot punish him be- 
cause it has not the power to 
send a sufficient force after 
him within a week after the 
consummation of his misdeeds. 

Preparedness need not nec- 
essarily mean warfare of any 
sort; it may be industrial and 
educational preparedness, such 
as Germany has had for the 
past twenty-five years, The 
nation whose industries and 
educational system are so or- 
ganized as to give the highest 
standard of efficiency, is the 
one that will stand out foremost 
among the nations of the 
world. 

Educational preparedness 
applies to us. Shall we not, in 
our training for teachers, do 
our best to make our prepara- 
tion as complete as _ possible,in 
order that the world may know 
us as persons of dependability 
in the crises that will arise be- 
fore us in our work? There is 
food for thought; lets think.

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SECTIONAL CONFERENCE FOR INDUSTRIAL AND 
CONTINUATION TEACHERS 


MORNING SESSION 


The morning session of the 
conference was quite well at- 
tended, there being present 
about thirty instructors from 
Eau Claire, Chippewa Falls, 
La Crosse, and Menomonie, 
and anumber of Stout students 
from both departments. 


The meeting was called to or- 
der by J. O. Steendahl, chair- 
man of the program committee. 

After a short address of wel- 
come by Mr. Kabot, Secretary 
of the Menomonie Industrial 
School Board, Miss Werstad, 
of the Eau Claire Continuation 
School, gave a very interesting 
discussion on the various prob- 
lems encountered in the teach- 
ing of English to foreigners. 
She related how, by the com- 
bined teaching of reading, 
writing, spelling and gram- 
mar, she realized her purpose. 

Following this talk, Miss 
Halseth, of the Menomonie Con- 
tinuation School, read a paper 
on the same subject, making 
a plea for the education of the 
foreigner in the language of 


the land. Among many other 
points she emphasized the fact 
that we are neglecting an im- 
portant duty when we allow 
the immigrant foreigner to re- 
main ignorant of the English 
language. 

A general discussion fol- 
lowed these two talks, after 
which Mr. Rodgers spoke on 
‘Vocational Classes in the 
Menomonie Publie Schools.”’ 
He outlined the method of 
carrying on the work, the 
scope of the course, and some 
of the results that have been 
realized. 

The general discussion at 
the close of Mr. Rodgers’ talk 
was followed by Mr. Curtis, 
of the Chippewa Falls Contin- 
uation School, who read a paper 
on some of the difficulties en- 
countered in the teaching of 
evening school commercial 
work, and the methods used 
in overcoming these difficul- 
ties.

at La Crosse, read a paper on 
“The Inconsistencies of the 
Present Day School Law.’’ He 
related how the school laws 
had to be changed from time 
to time, in order to meet the 
needs and demands of the 
school. The necessity of these 
changes was brought about by 
the fact that the attitude of 
the schools, by those attend- 
ing, has undergone decided 
changes. 

Dr. L. D. Harvey concluded 
the morning program by a few 
interesting remarks on “‘The 
Trend and Future of the Con- 
tinuation School.’’ He stated 
that it is necessary to make a 
more careful study of the par- 
ticular needs of the people with 
whom the continuation school 
has to deal, and then to meet 
their needs and demands. It 
was his opinion that the future 
all-day continuation school 
should form a part of the reg- 
ular public school and that the 
part time, apprentice and even- 
ing continuation schools should 
remain under the present 
scheme, 

The assembly then adjourned 
to Room 22 of the Manual 
Training Building. where 
luncheon was served, 

About eighty-five persons 
sat down to the luncheon and 
enjoyed nearly an hour of con- 
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versation and the good things 
to eat. The luncheon was ser. 
ved as a thesis problem under 
the supervision of Miss John- 
son. The young ladies who 
planned the details of the lun- 
cheon were: Imogene Pierce, 
Charlotte Grover, Dorothy 
Barrett, Lillie Olsen, Eva O]- 
sen, Clara Pilling, and Georgia 
Amos. 

Mr. Warren E. Hicks: ag 
chairman of the Round Table 
spoke of the Continuation 
School teacher and how much 
of value these types of con- 
ferences were to the teachers, 
He expressed regret, however, 
that of 600 teachers in the state 
a large part who needed the 
benefit of the conferences did 
notreceive it because they have 
failed to attend all of the meet- 
ings. If the various programs 
are of worth-while value,’ it 
will be only fair to command 
the attendance of the teachers 
at the conferences. Mr. Hicks 
ventured the suggestion that 
the State aid might goin the 
future to those cities whose 
teachers were careful to have 
a perfect record of attendance 
atthe conferences, and to oth- 
er cities in proportion to the 
attendance of their teachers. 


Mr. Geo. F. Buxton in speak- 
ing of the Continuation School 
Teacher, emphasized the teach- 
er’s opportunities for ser- 
vice. The public school boy 
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needs help, but the continua- 
tion school pupils need much 
more help, and the opportuni- 
ties of the teacher to be of 
real service are increased in 
the same measure. The teach- 
er was urged to get a grasp on 
the pupil and make him feel 
the full value of the work pre- 
sented by the teacher. 

The question, “‘What are 
the personal needs of the in- 
dividual pupils?’’? should be 
constantly before the teacher. 
And lastly, Mr. Buxton urged 
each teacher to get a perspec- 
tive — to see the work from 
all the angles. 


Miss Hattie Mordell, director 
at Chippewa Falls, gave a very 
stirring talk on ‘‘Girls’ Clubs’’ 
and the work of girls’ classes. 
She emphasized the desire and 
need of our youths for fellow- 
ship,social and home life. She 
told of the problems in Chippe- 
wa Falls and the methods of 
meeting them. A modern house 
near the school was secured 
and fitted up for the girls’ 
home, including rest rooms, 
cooking and sewing rooms. 
The girls meet here for regu- 
lar work as well as after hours 
and Sundays. The equipment 
and materials were donated. 
The home is self-supporting. 
The girls pay 25 cents dues and 
carry on a series of sales, 
lunches, and athletic activities 
from which they derive reven- 


ue for operating expenses. 
The Girls’ Club is well organ- 
ized and officers govern and 
manage the institution, con- 
sisting of over 200 girls. 


Mr. Hicks then called upon 
Miss Kate Seritsmier, who told 
about her work with the boys 
of Menomonie in her talk on 
‘Boys’ Clubs.’’ Miss Scritsmier 
showed the need of directing 
the activities of the boys along 
proper lines. The boy needs 
some ideal and needs guidance 
atall times. In order to suc- 
cessfully organize and: contin- 
ueaclub; the leader must have 
a keen interest in and stay with 
the organization. Many clubs 
fail because of the leader los- 
ing interest. 


Miss Scritsmier stated that 
the boy must be kept busy and 
interested in something. She 
named a number of means as, 
musical and literary activities, 
games and educational fea- 
tures valuable in keeping the 
boys together and affording 
recreation and education. 


Mr. M. Towner, director at 
Eau Claire, spoke for a few 
minutes on ‘“‘The Industrial 
Boy,’’ classifying him as the 
all day industrial boy and even- 
ing school boy. He stated that 
the all day boy is a serious 
problem. Many boys have 
bad habits and care very little 
for senool work. Some are so

affected with the tobacco and 
truant habit that he recom- 
mended that this type be re- 
ferred to the proper officers. 
He stated that the industrial 
school teacher should study 
the individual boy and at- 
tempt to meet his needs. 


An interesting speaker not 
listed on the program was 


found in Mr. G. L. Bowman of 
the Dunn County Normal. 


Mr. Bowman complained to 
us that he was only a by-stan- 
der but he showed all present 
that he was adeep thinker. 
Mr. Bowman spoke to the 
effect that he felt the by-pro- 
duet (the continuation school 
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boy and girl) was more and 
more coming to the fore and 
the school of formal nature 
was becoming of less impor- 
tance.

The Other Eternal Question? | 
Where are the boys during their 
Library Period? 
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LIGHTING OF SHOPS 


Last Tuesday, Mr. Price, of the 
Industrial Commission for the State 
of Wisconsin, lectured on the ‘‘Prop- 
er Lighting of Shops and Factories. ”’ 
Mr. Price is the Inspector for this 
district, and investigates the condi- 
tions of sanitation and safety devices 
of shops and factories. 

A brief summary of his lecture 
which was illustrated by various 
kinds and types of lamps and reflec- 
tors, is given below. 

Ten per cent. of the 91,000 indus- 
trial accidents which were investi- 
gated at one time alone were due 
directly to improper lighting. Thir- 
teen and eight-tenths per cent. were 
due indirectly to improper lighting. 
Thus nearly 24 per cent. of the indus- 
trial accidents were caused by this 
one item alone. 

Proper lighting of shops leads 
toward efficiency, resulting in an in- 
crease in output of from 2 to 10 per- 
cent. at a cost of 1-tenth of 1 per cent. 
to one-half of I per cent. of the wages 
of a working man. Many more acci- 
dents oecur to pedestrians, on the 
street and elsewhere, in the winter 
when the hours of actual daylight 
are short. 

In ordinary departments, one- 
fourth of a candle power of light per 
square floor foot is adequate for 
all work that is not of the extremely 
aceurate kind. Foundries, where 
smoke and gases are prevalent, re- 
quire one half-candle power per 
square floor foot. Warehouses re- 
quire one-eigth of a candle power per 
square floor foot. 

The Commission recommends but 
one type of lamp, the tungsten which 
when used with a reflector gives a 
light that can readily be adapted to 
supply sufficientlight for allkinds of 
work. The new gas-filled tungsten 
gives a light far superior to the old 
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kind, at no greater expense. 

A simple rule to follow in figur- 
ing the cost of a light is given be- 
low: 

Let the cost of the lamp be $.85. 
For the cost of wire, knobs, fix- 
tures, etc., take 125 per cent. of the 
cost of the lamp. Result- $1.06. 
For the labor of installing, figure 
45 per cent. of the sum of the two, 
or $2.77, including lamp, fixtures, 
and labor. Then add the cost of the 
reflector, $1.95. Result $4.42. It is 
safe to figure that $5.00 will be sure 
to cover every expense in putting in 
one light. 

After a very detailed discussion 
and explanation of the best kinds of 
lamps suited to a particular kind of 
shop and work, Mr.Price concluded 
by saying that the problen of light- 
ing can be very materially simplified 
by painting the interior walls and 
ceiling some light color. Such paint- 
ing has increased the light in some 
particular shops as much as 25 per- 
cent. 


The lecture was very much appre- 
ciated by the number of city business 
men and M.T. students who were 
present. Many more could have spent 
the hour more profitably by attend- 
ing.

It is of special inter- 
est to note that one of the four 
clocks for the Manual Training 
Building.is to be placed in- room 17, 
where the print shop may be moved 
this summer. 


The main gongs are to be placed 
in the corridors of the various build- 
ings. Ten program gongs are to be 
placed in the Household Arts. Build- 


ing;.four in the Manual ‘Training. 


Building; one in the boiler room; 
three in the gymnasium and four i in 
the Trades Building. 

The job will take three weeks to 
complete at a cos. of $1500.00 for 
-instruments, materials and- labor; 
but when completed will offer better 
Services and a more accurate regu- 


ation of classes than has ever before |

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EASTERN POINT OF VIEW 
MR. BUXTON TELLS OF TRIP 


At the last Assembly, Mr. 
Buxton told of his trip East 
and of the Springfield meeting 
of the Eastern Arts Associa- 
tion. The following notes 
were taken from Mr. Buxton’s 
remarks; 


The meeting was well at- 
tended, and the impression 
made upon those present was 
‘very favorable. 

Massachusetts is doing. very 
effective vocational work in her 
cities, along the line of pre- 
paring the youth for vocations 
and special trades. 


The term ‘‘Practical Arts’’ 
as used in the East, applies to 
the work given in this part of 
the country, known as Pre- 
Vocational work. . Following 
a certain amount of this work, 
vocational training is given. 


A number of prominent edu- 
cational men gave lectures, 
which contained ideas and 
thoughts that were well worth 
carrying away. 


Among the places of inter- 
est which Mr. Buxton visited 
while in the East was the N. 
Y. State Museum. This Mus- 
eum is especially interesting, 
due to the variety of acqui- 
sitions on display there. A 
strikingly interesting display 
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is the illustration of the man- 
ufacture of pottery. 


Mr. Mathewson, head of the 
Industrial Arts Department 
at Jersey City, stated in 
his lecture that the real aim of 
Manual Training, Industria] 
Arts, and Vocational Work, is 
training the boy to earn a 
comfortable living in a partic- 
ular job, and training him. to 
change. jobs and earn a: little 
better living, if the occasion 
presents itself. 

Mr. Buxton mentioned, in 
the course of his talk, that in 
the East it was thought nec- 
essary to change the name of 
the associations, or the like, 
frequently, until they felt 
that they had it properly de- 
fined. That without a good 
definition they would be unable 
todo as good work. At the 
close of Mr. Buxton’s talk, Dr. 
Harvey wonderingly remarked 
whether or not those Eastern 
people applied this same idea 


to their minds and souls.

Convenient Location 


The Stout Institute Auditor- 
ium, which opens to the pub- 
jie tonight, is to be a most 
useful addition to the facilities 
provided by the state for 
students of the institute and 
for the public. It is made of 
a very convenient size for the 
many uses to which such an 
auditorium may be put. Itis 
well located, and so arranged 
that it may be entered directly 
by students from each of three 
different floors of the Home 
Economics Building, or it may 
be entered by the public from 
the Third Street or the Wilson 
Avenue entrances. 


Foyer at the Rear 


The auditorium is entered 
through glazed doors at the 
rear leading into a fuyer eight 
feet wide extending the entire 
width of the main floor. From 
the foyer one may enter the 
parquet through either of four 
openings forming two center 
aisles and two side aisles, or

one may enter the balcony 
from aright or a left stairway. 
Toilets are located at each end 
of the foyer. 


‘ Auditorium Capacity 


From the rear of the foyer 
to the stage is fifty five feet, 
the distance between the side 
side walls is sixty seven feet, 
and the ceiling is forty feet 
high. Four hundred forty 
people may be seated in the 
parquet, three hundred fifty 
in the baleony and ten in the 
boxes, making a comfortable 
seating capacity of eight hun- 
dred people. For the chorus 
tonight, a hundred people are 
seated on the stage, on re- 
movable platforms. It is pos- 
sible to seat two hundred on 
the stage, giving a total ca- 
pacity of auditorium and stage 
of a thousand people. 


Seating Arrangement 


The seating has been care- 
fully planned, so as toprovide 


-for the comfort of all, by al- 
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THIRD 


lowing thirty-two inches from 
back to back for each chair, 
and making the chairs average 
nearly twenty inches in width. 
Every chair rests upon its own 
level platform, and all are ac- 

assible at -all times without 
crowding. 

Size of Stage 

A stage of unusual dimen- 
sions for a school auditorium 
and a very complete equip- 
ment is provided. The depth 
from the curtain to the rear of 
stage is twenty-two feet and 
the stage is fifty feet from 


side to side. The proscenium 
arch is thirty-two feet wide 
and twenty-four feet high and 
provided with a decorated as- 
bestos curtain, used as a main

drop. Two decks and two fly 
galleries, and a scenery loft 
fifty feet above the fluor are 


_ provided with conveniences for 


handling all scenery. 


Stage Scenery 


The present outfit of stage 
scenery includes im addition 
to the asbestos curtain: (1) 
Two tormentors with flipper 
doors, grand drapery border, 
and trips; (2) fancy interior 
set of ten flats, with decors, 


windows, fire places, mantel, 
and backings, and three inter- 
ior borders; (8) wood seene 
drop, with six wood wings and 
flippers, three foliage borders, 
set-rocks, set-tree and _ set- 
house; (4) street scene drcp; 
(5) picture sereen drop. 
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Stage Lighting 


‘The stage lighting is very 
complete, with foot-lights, side 
and border fights, necessary 
floor connections, and the 
working lights for all parts of 
thestage. Allstage lights are 
arranged for white, red, and 
blue illumination and are con- 
nected with suitable dimmers. 


Projection Lantern . 


A projection lantern is in- 
stalled in a fire-proof moving 
picture booth at the rear of 
the baleony and it is planned 
to add a moving picture lantern 
to the equipment this summer. 
This will enable the school to 
extend the value of its instrue- 


tion along industrial, economic, 
artistic, and educational lines. 


Fire Safety 


There are four exits from 
the rear of the parquet and 
two from the front. There are 
six exits from the balcony. 
There are three exits from the 
stage. The inclosing four walls 
of the auditorium are all of 
brick, al] electric wiring is in 
conduits, and fire hose is pro- 
vided in suitable places. All 
of these provisions, including 
fire escapes and asbestos cur- 
tain meet the Wisconsin state 
requirements and are approved 
by the state engineer. The 
building is thoroughly safe.

The Stout Institute will 
hold its thirteenth annual com- 
mencement exercises, Thurs- 
day, June 1, 1916, at eight 
o’clock in the new Stout Audi- 
torium.
